Were 
tlic-  ll'dit  of  hope  hnnisht'd  from  tire  world,  liow 
dark  iuid  cheerless  the  prospect  that  would  reign! 

Ir  is  /'o'.v  wliieh  lights  us  on  our  way.  When  clouds 
and  storms  come  up— when  darkness  lowers  and 
srloom  oppiosscs:  it  points  ns  lo  ilowery  lanilscapes 
and  -nil  IV  -kies  In-yond  this  cheerless  [irospe-t.  It 
tells  us  tliat  soon  the  clouds  will  vanish  away— the 
storm  he  hushed  to  rest,  ami  the  darkness  disap¬ 
pear  hefore  the  glory  of  the  monarchof  thespherrts.
